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Our readers will have noted tba re- 
markable change in the tone of the 
WaBbington Govornmcnt by the perueal 
of a telegram in yeslerdny's issue, the re- 
salt of discovorinz what fvo pointed out 
in a recent article, that tliey had carried 
a cortaiu kiud of policy a Utile too fur. 
Bluff is very good occasionally, and may 
eves bo necessary wiili some kinds of 
people, but wiib Jolm Ball ii is Bimply 
thrown away; be is too matter of lad, 
and never assumes a position tliat bo does 
not intend to hold ou to the last. TLere 
cannot be the least doubt that the old 
gentleman over the water liad bis "daiidyr 
sorter riz" by the roagQiloquc/it produc- 
tion of Mr. Somner, and the asserted 
nnaniraity of the other Senators In the 
opinions expressed therein. It has even 
been staled that that effusion was intend, 
ed as a kind of ultimfttom on tlie part of 
the United States, a most ridiculous idea, 
beoanse It v»onld be contrary to interna- 
tional etiqaetto to express the national 
views in any unoh manner, and the Ameri- 
can Government wonld never stake its 
credit on such garbled and ill-considered 
staiementa as were given to the world in 
that lougwinded lucubration. Suffice it 
to say, that the more moderate amoug 
the American Statesmen have thouglu 
proper to advise conciliation, and it would 
appear that the instructions to Mr. Mot- 
ley are coucbed in terms having that 
bearing. Simultaneously with the appear- 
once of that dispatch might be observed 
the fall in the priie of gold ; heuce the 
late estraordinary rise in value of the 
precious metals was entirely due to the 
fear of a possible rupture between the 
two countries; from this may be inferred 
the ruinous effects of sDcb a deplorable 
event, if it ever should happen, on both 
conntrie8,particnlarly on the Uuited States 
where the foreign relations of the country 
are m'ore jealously watched by monied 
men than elsewhere. The reason is sim- 
ple: the nation is, as it were, just wash- 
ing its hands after its bloody civil con" 
test, in which millions were roined and a 
large part of the country desolated; the 
effect of that disastroas straggle was to 
plunge the nation so deeply into debt that 
any distorbance of the present state of 
affairs wonld oansa a depreciation in the 
national currency which woold probably 
reduce the value of legal tenders to the 
level of similar docnmeots in the Argen- 
tine Republic. It ia just possible that 
the new way of regarding the situation 
may be created with the object of keeping 
down the price of gold, and that the 
feeling of the Government at Washington 
is still strongly linctured with a sonlimcnt 
of animosity towards the English Govern- 
ment. This wo cannot believe, as tho 
spectacle of the two nations that pretend 
to be the first in enlightenment and 
Christianity, bringing the most improved 
engines of distraction to bear upon one 
another, destroying life and proiierty 
merely by eo doing they gratify a paltry 
spirit of revenge for some imaginary 
national indignity, is quite beyond credi 
ence; they may bluster, rave and threat- 
eo one another, but there it must end 
The example of ancient Carthage mu t 
always occur to those who regard such a 
misfortune to humanity as possible and a 
parallel wonld in that case be very pos- 
sible. 



We are snre there is no one who has 
bad the pleasure of knowing Mr. Young, 
the lale Colonial Secretary for this Col- 
ony, but will experience wiih us a feeliug 
of regret at the early departure of that 
gentleman for England. We are uot 
aware of what his determination may be 
as to the selection of a future home, bnt 
we cannot help thinking that ho will re- 
turn again to this country where he is 
sure of a hearty welcorao. Not one of 
the gentlemen who have occupied posi- 
tions of any kind connected with oiir 
Government, was inoro perfeetly aufait 
as Mr. Young in its rancagemeiit and 
details; and few of those who worn con- 
temporary with him in the early days of 
the Colony have becomo so thoroughly 
acquainted with its working. Wo huve 
occasionally been opposed to measures 
introduced by Mr. Yonng or brouglit in 
under bis 'auspices, but we must do bim 
ibe jostled' to -sayrthat on the whole we 
bare been better pleased with his views 
tbaqj with those of most of bis colleagues; 
nor can we be tdxed with an overween'- 
ing partiality whip «e say that in our 
impression Mr. Young disployed more 
tact ns President of the Legislative Conn- 
cil, than any of hie predecessors. Ho 
has a remarkably keen appreciation of 
parliameotary mamcuvre and al- 
ways prepared with tbo words be.st 
adapted to the circumstanoos and tho 
4omper of tho Houso. Ifo was always 
iperlectly just in his decisions touobiog 



opponent can never tax liim with parti* 
ality; and indeed, it is pretty well under- 
stood that tho feelings awakened on one 
occasion at least in tho minds of those 
interested was that ho evinced to great 
a leaning to tho popular side. There is 
one fact that is indisputable: Mr. Young 
has been a coiisistont friend to this city 
and has always stood up for its in- 
terests even when it might have been to 
his atlvantago to have adopted other 
opinions; for tliis, the people of this city 
must always feel grateful, and the Ban- 
ijuot lust niglit was a fitting expression 
of that feeling. If anyone doubted the 
existencu of a warm feeling of ,'{indly 
respect for Mr. Young, he would have 
been thoroughly convinced of his error 
lust night. We cannot help thinking 
that it would have gratified a large num- 
ber of the people of this community if 
the dinner bad been fixefl at a lower 
figure, BO as to have admitted of tho par- 
ticipation of a large number of all classes. 
The dinner, however, was a f snccoss and 
the real frieudsbip and esteem there so 
heartily expressed must have been very 
gratifying to Mr. Young. We can assure 
him of the sincere wishes of this commu- 
uity tor his happiness and success, and 
shonld fate decide against his rejoining us 
here, his name will be preserved in kindly 
remombranoe whilst any of his coutem- 
poraries live in tho Colony. 

The; uew Fire Arm for llie British

G.biotjs filled wit- eaith, sand-biiRS, sip 
rollers, all tho ordiniry devices for proitci- 
iog a slowly approachiriK eiieiiiy, eacb in jti 
turn was petloruted at longer or shorier dia- 
lances. O.ily a gabion iovenied loi:g ago b) 
Quartermaster Jones, R. E.,for which he was 
never properly rewarded, was proof BKaicsi 
all attocka.

European Summary. 

[dates TO APHIL 20.] 

Sir Samutl Baker's expedition np tbe Nile 
for tbe extirpation of tha slave trade, laiily 
announced, is lo be a very geuuine thing. 

Ho goes under a commission from tha Vice- 
roy of Egypt, who furnishes iDoa nnd ma- 
lerial, and authority without limit. Sir 
Saranel is created a Pacha, with absolute 
jurisdiotioo over the tlave-iradiog reijions. 
He is to have 1,S00 troops under bis oom- 
maod, with steameis and other fit iranspor- 
lation. What he expects to do may bo 
judged from whot he has wriitori on tbe sub- 
jeot ia bis last book the A'l^e 'Jribittanes 0/ 
Abyssinia, llojthere declared iu bis usual 
lorcible way bis ounvictiou tbat tbe hoitible 
trafBo might be compktsly destroyed. It 
may be wondered how Hit Samuel contrived 
to convert tbe Viceroy to his views, since i) 
is by the conoivanoa of the Viceroy ttiat the 
trade bus hitherto been carried on, Perhaps 
the answer is to be found in soma ulteiior 
objoota of tbo expedition. Its etljrti will be 
oonfiucd to tha terriioiiea of Egypt. The 
sources of tbe trade lie beyond tbat on ihe 
White Nils and Ibroogbpui Abyssinia. 
Those ooontrifls are lo be not only parified 
but occupied, and annexed to Egypt which 
has long coveted thorn. Nor baa tha great 
ezplorer lost sight of his former projects. 
Destroying tbe various depots of the slave 
dealers as bo advances, ha will push steadily 
on till be reaches the Albert f^yunza. 

Mr. White, the member lor Biighton, has 
lost bis Italian son-in-law, Signur Mazioi. 
The papers spell the niimu of the daoeaseii 
gentleman ''.\Iazzini," which may lead 
some to confouoii hiiu with Mazzini, tOe 
Italian leader, or lo suspect a ralatiouship. 
There is none, as the orthograpby in tho 
two names implicp. la one sense there was 
political affinity, for his wife, (ormerl; Miss 
Linda White, was a dletioguisbed aod ao- 
complisbed translator of Italian political 
writings, and took great interest iu the free- 
dom of that country. Signor Mazini died 
suddenly of heart disease, and will be remov- 
ed from England to Brescia, Lombatdy, lor 
ictermeni in tbe vsult of bis family.
